EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . Claim 3, line 1 , delete "2" and insert therein --1 ~. 

Allowed Claims: 1, 3, 5-8, 10, 11 and 13-32. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 1 , none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a catadioptric projection lens for projecting a pattern as 
claimed, specifically wherein the system aperture is located between the beam splitter 
surface and the image plane wherein no free-standing lens is placed between the beam 
splitter surface and the concave mirror. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 26, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a method for manufacturing semiconductor devices 
comprising the step of projecting an image of a pattern with the help of a catadioptric 
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projection lens specifically wherein the system aperture is located between the beam 
splitter surface and the image plane wherein no free-standing lens is placed between 
the beam splitter surface and the concave mirror. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 27, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a catadioptric projection lens for projecting a pattern 
as claimed, specifically wherein the beam splitter surface is positioned in a beam splitter 
block that has an optical minimal shape other than cubic shape, and wherein the 
maximum radiated material volume is more than 70% of the outer volume of the beam 
splitter block. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 30, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a catadioptric projection lens for projecting a pattern 
as claimed, specifically wherein the system aperture is located imagewise behind the 
concave mirror and between the beam splitter surface and the image plane and the 
image side numerical aperture is more than approximately 0.7.
